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HE OPPOSITION IN THE 

Legislature is rightly asking, and 
the people of British Columbia are 
entitled to know, what the provincial 
Government intends to do with the 
powers of the Columbia River. 

The development of those powers 
is the largest single item of business 
facing British Columbia, for the 
future of our whole economy depends 
largely-upon them. 

But so far Premier Bennett has 
announced no pdlicy on the Columbia. 
He has made a-series of announce- 
ments from time to time but they 
do not add up to a policy. They add 
up to a mystery. Mr. Bennett is not 
telling the people what his Govern- 
ment intends to do. He is déliberately 
mystifying them. 

To be sure, the future of the Co- 
lumbia, in its international aspects, 
must be settled by the Federal Gov- 
ernment which is now negotiating 
with the United States. 

These negotiations relate mainly 
to the fair division of the so-called 
downstream benefits — the extra 
power to be manufactured on the 
American stretches of the Columbia 
as a result of a dam to be installed 
at Mica Creek, in Canada. However 
this international bargaining turns 
out, it is the British Columbia Goy- 
ernment alone which must decide 
how the Columbia is to be developed, 
by whom and for what purpose. 

The first question to be settled 
is whether these vast powers shall be 
developed by a private company like 
the B.C. Electric or by the B.C. 
Power Commission as a public utility 
like the highly successful Ontario 
Hydro. 

The C.C.F. demands a publicly- 
owned development, believing that 
it will give the‘Consumer the lowest 
possible price for electricity. Mr. 
Bennett has not accepted or rejected 
this demand. His general bent of 
policy favors private ownership and 
the B.C. Electric. But his fragmen- 
tary comments indicate that he is 
flatly opposed to the B.C. Electric's 
plans for the Columbia. 

Mr. Grauer, head .of the B.C. 
Electric, is a member of the Gordon 
Commission on Canada’s economic 
prospects. Mr. Grauer has signed 
the Commission's preliminary report 
which urges large exports of. Colum- 
bia power from the Mica Creek dam 
to the United States, at least for a 
period of years. 

Clearly the B.C. Electric's plan is 
to build the dam on the basis of such 
exports. Part of the resulting power 
would be sold in British Columbia, 
chiefly in the Vancouver area, and 
the rest would go to American in- 
dustries until such time as British 
Columbia needed it. 

This large American market, as 
the Gordon Commission notes, would 
enable a company like the B.C. Elec- 
tric to finance the dam project with 
ease. Without such a market financ- 
ing by a private company might well 
prove difficult if not impossible.

NNOUNCEMENT THAT BRIT- 

ain will reduce its armed forces 
in West Germany by nearly 40 per 
cent follows closely on the Washing- 
ton talks in which the point was 
reiterated that economic strength is 
as vital a part of national security as 
is direct military strength. 

Britain’s military commitments, 
indeed, its whole military structure 
at present levels, impose a serious 
strain...on...its...economy....Relief.. was 
necessary if the country was not to 
be brought to the brink of financial 
disaster. The reduction in the estab- 
lishment of troops on the continent 
is a phase of that relief. Britain has 
chosen the lesser of two evils. 

The move is one reflection of a 
change in British military thinking. 
As in the United States, there has 
been keen debate on the question of 
manpower versus atomic power. In 
Britain, prompted by economic neces- 
sity, the latter opinion has won out. 
The United Kingdom, which reports 
that its production of atomic bombs 
is proceeding steadily, will put its 
defensive trust in nuclear warfare. 

The change is made, too, in the 


Mr. Bennett has committed him- 
self against power exports from the 
Mica Creek dam. He is prepared to 
give the United States most of the 
downstream benefits and that actu- 
ally means power exports under 
another name. But since he will 
allow no exports from the dam he 


rejects the Gordon Commission's re- | 


port and the evident plans of the 
B.C. Electric. 

Where does that leave us? Does 
Mr. Bennett propose to put the dam 
under public-ownership through the 
Power Commission or some stmilar 
body as urged by the C.C.F.? He 
has not said so. 

All the public knows ’‘so-far-is that 
in the case of the famous Kaiser 
dam on Lower Arrow Lake he pro- 
posed to let an American company 
impound our water and use it to 
make electricity in the United States 
in return for cash payments. This 
deal, negotiated by Mr. Robert Som- 
mers, then minister of lands and 
forests, was quashed by the Federal 
Government on the ground that 
water exports were nothing but 
power exports and hence violated a 
long-standing federal policy. 

There have been indications that 
Mr. Bennett would revive at Mica 
Creek the same sort of policy he 
vainly attempted on Lower Arrow 
Lake. That is to say, an American 
company would be invited to build 
fhe master dam and would hand it 
over to British Columbia “free.” No 
power would be exported from the 
dam site but the Americans would be 
repaid by a grant of most of the 
extra power fhus created south of 
the line. 

This plan would suit neither the 
Federal Government (which seeks 
at least a half of the downstream 
benefits) nor the BC. Electric 
(which wishes to build the dam) nor 
the Power Commission (which 


, Wishes to develop the Columbia as 


a publicly-owned utility.) 

Again, it is said that Mr. Bennett 
intends to keep all or most of the 
Columbia power in the interior of 
the province to develop new indust- 
ries and new cities there. If so, 
where is Vancouver to get the power 
that it will need within ten years? 
Is Mr: Bennett thinking of another 
power development on the Fraser to 
serve Vancouver despite the objec- 
tions of the salmon-industry? 

Only Mr. Bennett knows the 
answer to these questions and he has 
refused to give it to the Legislature. 
Before it prorogues the Legislature 
should insist on an answer. Other- 
wise, as so often in the past, the 
Legislature and public may be pre- 
sented with a fait accompli which 
may not suit them but cannot be 
altered. 

The powers of the Columbia re- 
present one of British Columbia's 
primary assets. The people are en- 
titled to know what Mr. Bennett in- 
tends to do with them.

Sunday Law 


The Sunday Law of which much has 
been heard recently is the same.as-was 
on the Statute Books in Great Britain 
from the 17th century and was adopted 
as law in the Dominion of Canada at 
Confederation. It was for the sake of 
their rights and liberties, and to avoid 
persecution that many left the shores of 
the Old World for North ‘America in the 
17th century. They hoped to have free- 
dom of.worship. 

But the old Sunday Law has remained 
on the Statute Books in Canada due to 
the constant efforts of powerful religious 
bodies, and we may see today how im- 
possible it is to so frame a law that 
could consistently compel everyone to 
cease work on Sunday 

It is plain to be seen that ‘the pur- 
pose of this law is not for the sake of 
public health and welfare else laws 
would also be made fixing the hours of 
rest and sleep or forbidding such prac- 
tices as liquor drinking or using tobacco 
which are acknowledged as unhealthful. 

The Sunday Law is a religious law 
upheld strongly by religious leaders who 
in their weakness look to the state for 
the power they lack.

No Assurance 


Is there anything else that can be 
done? As things stand now, if Israel 
withdraws she will have no assurance 
from Nasser that he will not wage war, 
Israel can get no assurances from the 
will not be permitted 
to act. All that is left is some kind of 
assurance by the United States that it 
will do something about it all in the 
future. 

The easiest thing to do in the present- 
day United Nations is to prevent it from 
acting. The obvious thing for us to do 
is to put off a showdown of votes in 
the General Assembly and thus to buy 
time for more secret diplomacy. : 

Nothing but could come of put- 
ting to a vote the question of whether 
sanctions should be taken against Israel 
in order to compel her to withdraw 
unconditionally. 

If we fail to vote such a resolution, 
most of the hope of wooing the Arabs, 
which is the essence of the Eisenhower 
doctrine, will go up in smoke. If, on 
the other hand, we join the Arabs, the 
Afro-Asians and the Soviets to impose 
sanctions, the unfairness of the action 
will have far-reaching and it may well 
be irreparable consequences. 

The friends of U.N. in all the blocs 
have a vital interest in following the ad- 
vice of the Secretary-General, which is 
to lay aside the question of sanctions.

U.S. Navy Urges Study 
Of Shale Oil Potential 


DENVER (AP) Oil locked 
in grey, sandy shale along the 
flanks of the Rockies may one 
day power military jet aircraft. 

Trapping the. oil long has 
has been a western dream. The 
Suez crisis, with its shutoff of 
oll from the Middle East, has 
caused Washington and the U.S. 
oll industry to take a second 
look at the shale’s potential. 

At a western mining confer- 
ence this month, Capt. A, B. 
Miller of the U.S. Navy brought 
word that the navy feels the 
shale reserves may prove a po- 
tent source of fuel for jet air- 
|craft. 

Miller, director of the navy’s 
|petroleum and oil shale re 
|serves, said naval officials hope 
to get Congress to reopen an 
oil shale research plant at Rifle, 
|Colo., for jet fuel tests. 
| ‘The plant, where .the U.S 
|bureau of mines spent $14,000,- 


000 in research, has stood idle 


for the last two years.

In any discussion of getting 
oi] from shale deposits, three 
facts stand out: 

?. There is a vast abundance 
of oil locked away in the shale. 
The U.S. geological survey esti- 
mates reserves at more than a 
trillion barrels ‘ 

2. Tt will take lots of Money 
to get it out and refine it for 
commercial use, The Union Oil 


Company of California estimates | 


the cost of an initial shale indus- 
try at anywhere from $60,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000. A congres- 
sional committee went higher— 
$1,500,000,000. 

3. Even if all hurdles were 
cleared quickly; it. would likely 
be three to five years before oil 
could be obtained in market 
able quantities,

This big bruin has.a number 
‘of aliases. This does not make 
him a criminal type. He tends to 
avoid people rather than get 
into a fight. Big bruin is named 
for Kodiac Island off the shores 
of Alaska just below the Arctic 
Circle. He is an Alaska Brown 
Bear and sometimes all these 
bears are called Kodiaks. Some- 
times the Alaskan Bear is di- 
vided into six or eight varieties 
of which the Kodiak is counted 
as one. In this case, the name 
Kodiak bear applies to the Alas- 
kan Brown Bears living on Ko- 
diak Island and the nearby 
mainland There the people 
often solve the name problem 
by calling big bruin Old Silver 
tips 

In April or early May, Old 
Silvertips yawns and stretches 
in. his cave. Soon, he may be 
seen grazing on the slopes. Also 
present is Mama Kodiak with 
her two darling cubs. Those 
cubs were born in Janyary and 
spent the first few months of 
life cuddled in Mama's soft coat 
and feeding on her milk At 
first they were little balls of 
fluff weighing no more than a 
pound and a half apiece. The 
little boy cub may grow to be 
nine feet long from nose to 
stubby tail. He may stand over 
four feet at shoulder level agd 
weigh over three quarters of a 
ton 


This first spring, however, he 
is a little roly-poly romping in 
the grass. catching a few mice 
and ptarmigan chicks.

The fishing season ends in 
October. Mama then takes her 
half grown cubs back up the 
slopes: to stuff themselves “on 
grass, nuts, berries and small 
game.

Their brown coats grow 
long and thick and silky. 

Long before the Arctic night 
falls in November, each bear is 
cuddled up cosily in a rocky 
cave.

We call it 
a winter ‘sleep Frogs , and 
snakes who pass into the deep 
coma of true hibernation can- 
not be aroused until spring.
